GARDEN ACCESSORIES 


By D. Victor Lumsden 


(U. S. Department of Agriculture) 


A sundial, bird bath, garden seat 


or pergola often supplies a needed 
finishing touch to the garden. 


Any architectural construction 


with its geometric lines serves as a 
focal point and causes the gaze of 
an observer to rest upon Its very 
definite form. Such objects arc us- 
ually white or light grey so that 
they stand out prominently against 
a background 
of green foliage. 


Therefore, a feature of this kind 
should bo located at the end of a 
vista and the planting which sur- 
rounds It should function as a set- 
ting from any chosen point of view. 


At the intersection of two axes in 


a garden emphasis can be effected 
by placing sun dial. This spot Is 
Important In any garden scheme, 
and the location there of an archi- 
tectural feature Is frequently justi- 
fiable. Sunlight also Is most likely 
to be present throughout the day at 
such a place. 


A bird bath can be used in a 


more sheltered spot and, because of 
its nature, is more suited to a less 
formal garden. A low bird bath 
close to the shrubbery Is pleaslhg. 
but do not place it where birds may 
fall prev to prowling animals. Un- 
der such circumstances select one 
about three feet high with a large 
bverhanelnsr bowl and nlace' it a 
safe distance from shrubbery. 


A garden should serve as an out- 


door llvinsr room when th« days are 
pleasant. Garden -seats of wood or 
stone should furnish not only a 
place to rest, but should function 
as part of ths garden design. Such 
seats should be of simple, pleasing 
design and comfortable. 


For a support for climbing roses, 


vines and graces a pertrnla has a 
charm that makes It worthy of con- 
sideration In any garden, but Its 


use in small areas Is limited be- 
cause of 
the space it 
occupies. 


Avoid too 
much ornamentation, 


Tho architectural detail should sug- 
gest the design of the house on the 
same property. White or a neutral 
color is most effective. A pergola 
showing a walk and terminated by 
a seat with a deep green back- 
ground of chrubs makes a most at- 
tractive garden vista.

Clarence Ousley, chairman of the 
East Texas chamber of commerce 
highway department, was present- 
ed to the directors and briefly pre- 
sented eomo of the highway prob- 
lems confronting Texas. 


He declared that for some time 
a need has been felt for the con- 
sideration of highway matters by 
some group outside the highway 
department and the legislature, and 
Governor Moody selected a commit- 
tee of seven more than a yc\r ago 
to make an Investigation. 


The present tax for highways is 
Inadequate, Mr. Ousley 
asserted, 


and many gaps exist because the 
counties are unable to bear the 
burden of 
additional taxes, and 
state funds must be made available 
If these gaps In improved and hard 
surfaced roads are to be filled. 
He asserted that there is not a 
125-mile 
continuous 
stcetch 
of 


hard surfaced road in the state, 
because of the many counties that 
are unable to provide hard-surfac- 
ed highways. 
Gas tax exemptions as provided 
the present law may be held 


unconstitutional, Mr. 
Ousley as- 


serted, after Interviewing a num- 
ber of the leaders of the state. He 
asserted that 
these exemptions 
were made to prevent a heavy bur- 
den being placed on tractors on the 
farm, and those who use gasoline 
engines thot are not being used 
on the highways of the state. 
Increased Funds 
The increased tax on gasoline will 


amount to much more than the re- 
duction in'license fees, the speaker 
declared, and the extremely high 
tax is likely to ptpve unpopular, 
and much complaint Is anticipat- 
ed. The people, he asserted, have 
a way of having laws changed 
when they are unpopular. 


The only way that funds can be 
provided is 
by a constitutional 


amendment that will allow the Is- 
suance of state bonds so that coun- 
ties may*- be reimbursed for the 
construction of 
state highways, 


and at the same time, the exemp- 
tions on farm machines made legal. 


He 
asserted that the people 


should not be forced to pay a tax 
on their land to build roads, but 
:hat the tax should be on gasollno 
and cars, that use the highways. 
After long and careful study It has 
seen found impossible to reimburse 
he counties 
out of the current 


•evenues. 
He stated that the East Texas 
chamber had been vitally "Interest- 
ed in 
the project for several 


months and that they had prepar- 
ed certain recommendations which 
hey asked typical and representa- 
tive points to consider. 
Seek Traffic Census. 
First, these towns through their 
chambers of commerce are asked 
to gather reliable 
data on the 
amount of outstanding bonded in- 
debtedness, and its division as to 
Its use for lateral or state high- 
ways. Many tax payers are very 
unfamiliar with the distribution of 
their money. Then a. traffic cen- 
sus for four or seven days is rec- 
ommended at such points in the 
county on the state highways, that 
:he local traffic to and from 
su- 
lurbs will be negligible, and an ac- 
curate check made on the numbers 
of cars from outside the county 
that use the highways. 
Unless 
conditions have changed very re- 
cently, Mr. Ousley stated that from 
75 to 90 per cent of the 
traffic 


would be found to come from out- 
side the county and would contin- 
ue through the county to others. 
He announced that finally a state 
highway body had been formed in 
Austin last Friday, consisting of 
representatives of the East, West 
and South Texas chambers, and 
that very probably in the future'the 
work in which he wasi engaged 
would be carried on by that group. 
The purpose of this committee he 
declared was to present the infor- 
mation secured from these various

Few Mllea Hard Surface. 
Of the 18,000 miles of state high- 
ways in Texas, only about 4,000 
miles are bard-surfaced. On the 
hard-surfaced roads the cost of 
maintenance is $270 per mile per 
year, while on the others the cost 
IE $760 per mile per year, and the 
public would be able to save $500 
per mile by hard surfacing. 
He stated that the matter was 
not being presented for action at 
this time, but for consideration, 
and he asserted that if the people 
would start thinking about

problems they would soon be solv- 
ed. The matter was referred to 
the highway committee for future 
report and action.

ters were considered, including the 
designation of a public road in the 
Rushing sector.

ARE JUDGES ABOVE 


CRITICISM? 


In defending the 
editor 


and. the chief editorial writ- 
er of the Cleveland Press 
against a charge of con- 
tempt of court, Newton D. 
Baker, secretary of war in 
the Wilson administration, 
gave expression to a sound 
interpretation of the judge's 
place in democratic society. 
The following paragraph is 
central: 


"As a matter of. fact, the 


question of a judge's fitness 
to sit on the bench cannot be 
denied by him. It is decided 
by popular election; that is, 
in some classes of tour judi- 
ciary, and in some it is de- 
cided by appointment. And 
if a man be a judge, and if 
some other man thinks he is 
an improper person to be a 
judge, the judge does not be- 
come, proper by restraining 
the person who thinks him 
improper from 
expressing 


that opinion." 


Mr. Baker further declar- 


ed that the very idea of a 
court is too impersonal to 
permit a judge, when some- 
body speaks ill of him, to get 
angry and want vengeance. 


Unfortunately, 
hearings 


on contempt of court charges 
are held before the tribunal 
which is alleged to have 
been offended against. This 
in itself tends to increase the 
likelihood of personal ani- 
mosities and feelings being 
predominant. 


The case involving the 


Cleveland journalists, which 
resulted in a sentence of 30 
days in jail and fines of 
$500, might have had a dif- 
ferent outcome if the requis- 
ite impersonality to which 
Mr. Baker alluded had been 
obtained by means of trial 
before a wholly disinterest- 
ed court.

Does this unceasing 
process of mergers mean 
tyrannical monopoly in the 
future? 


•These questions are pertir 


nent. 
Many are 
asking 


them. The answers thus far 
leave much untouched. Bf- 
forts to explore the power 
industry are resisted. Such 
rates as have been reduced 
seemed much too' high to ex- 
perts. Service, while in most 
places better than formerly, 
is not perfect, but these mat- 
ters 
are but 
symptoms,

self in the question of wheth- 
er the public can afford to 
sit by placidly while the rev-

HOLD CONFERENCES 


RHINELAND, SAAR VALLEY 
AND REPARATIONS DISTRI- 


BUTION DISCUSSED 


THE HAGUE, Aug. 8.—OT—Phillp 


Snowden, British Chancellor of the 
Exchequer, 
declared 
categorically 


today in the financial committee of 
the Hague conference to put into 
effect the Young plan, that Great 
Britain would not give way on her 
demand for an increased share of 
German reparations and that his 
government regarded the point as 
a fundamental one. 


THE HAGUE, Aug. 8.—Or>-Lead- 


ing delegates of the 
reparations 


conference today plunged into some 
of the Important aspects of 
the 


meeting, devoting 
themselves to 


private talks on such problems as 
the Rhineland, the Saar valley and 
the distribution of reparations. 


The parleys began with a meet- 


ing of Foreign 
Minister Strese- 


mann of Germany 
and 
Premier 


Briand of France in which 
the 


German and French views were 
compared. At the same time Philip 
Snowden, British chancellor of the 
exchequer, had a talk with Fi- 
nance Minister Hilferdlng of Ger- 
many while Premier Venlzelos of 
Greece called by invitation on two 
or the chief French delegates to 
discuss the interests of the small 
creditors. 


Premier Briand received Foreign 


Minister Zaleskt of Poland Imme- 
diately after the departure of Dr. 
Stresemann and talked over with 
him the question of security as 
likely to be affected by the condi- 
tions under which the Rhineland 
may be evacuated. The Poles thus 
far are understood to have been 
more insistent than the French on 
the nomination of a commission to 
control armaments on the left bank 
of the Rhine after, evacuation. The 
meeting between Premier Briand 
and M. Zaleski was regarded as in- 
dicating that the French premier 
desired to meet the Germans half 
way and sought to bring the Pol- 
sh foreign minister to his way of 
thinking.

The beginning of Berger's real 


rise to influence was in 1900, when 
he started an English weekly 
in 


Milwaukee called the Social Demo- 
cratic Herald. 
It was successful 


from the start and in 1911 it became 
a dally, the name being changed to 
the Milwaukee Leader. Through its 
editorship Berger had a powerful 
Influence In swinging 
Milwaukee 


Into the socialist column. As early 
as 1904 the party had begun to

1910 it carried the city of Milwau- 
kee. Berger was elected an alder- 
man-at-large in April of that year, 
and a member of the sixty-second 
congress In November.

Its 
historical value-lies in the fact that 
it shows how music has been de- 
veloped by people and how also 
people are developed by music.

Mr. Edward 
McGehe was at one time connect- 
ed with Edgar's School for Boys In 
Montgomery and has been superin- 
tendent of public schools .in several 
Alabama cities.

That the University of Texas is 


now free from any rivalry In col- 
lections of Texas history is shown 
by an inventory of the thousands 
of manuscripts, pamphlets

Some of the rarest manuscripts in 
existence are Included. They 
in- 


clude letters and early documents 
pertaining to Texas from the early 
Spanish days to the present time. 
Ona document contains the last 
signature of Stephen F. Austin and 
the collection also contains the last 
three letters ever written by Steph- 
en F. Austin. There are a number 
of letters ^iso from Moses Austn 
and a quantity of early Spanish 
documents. Among the many In- 
teresting features of the collection 
is a letter from Governor Ireland 
written at the time of the contro- 
versy over the material to be used 
in the 
construction 
of the state 


capitol building. Governor Ireland 
was Insisting that native stone be 
used In this structure, while others 
were advocating the importing of 
other material from another state. 
In this letter the governor stated 
that he would "take the govern.- 
ment Into a tent" before.he wo(i* 
allow the capitol to be built out /i' 
imported material. 
There Is a mass of material of 
more or less political nature deal- 
Ing with government and politics 
in Texas, which material will re- 
main sealed until the present gen- 
eration has passed 
away.

Many Bare Pamphlet*.

prayer books printed before 1600. 
Much early Wesley and other Meth- 
odist material of the Eighteenth 
century Is in the library and there 
are also a number of rare Eliza- 
bethan ite.ms. 


Dr. DieiiEt conceived the idea of 
this collection when traveling from 
Ohio to Texas 35 or 40 years ago. 
In coming through New Orleans he 
came into possession of a number 
of original booku and accounts of 
New Orleans bankers who were fi- 
nancing the Texas revolution. He 
became interested in ascertaining 
whether or not this material was 
included in the existing Texas his- 
tories. At his home in Temple he 
has carried on his research work 
in Texas historical fields and has 
acquired this collection. 


There have been a number of 
other bids for the collection, and 
various institutions of the state 
have been active in an endeavor to 
secure It. When the deal for this 
library was consummated 
last 


week, representatives of the Uni- 
versity of Texas went to Temple 
and packed the material and It Is 
now being assorted and catalogued 
in Austin.
